Agency seeks sponsors for 
700 more Viet refugee families

The United States Catholic 
Conference, through Catho- 
lic Community Services, has 
issued an appeal for sponsors 
for Vietnamese refugees who 
escaped to Thailand. These 
refugees are now to be 
transferred to the U.S. 


“The Catholic Conference 
(USCC) has already been 
involved in the resettlement 
of almost 60,000 Vietnamese 
refugees during the past 
year,’’ said James Tarantino, 
of the diocesan CCS Refugee 
Resettlement’ Office. 


“THIS COULD not have 
been accomplished without 
the Christ-like actions of 
many. people who offered 
their homes and their hearts 
to these unfortunate ref- 


” 


ugees. 


Now, according to Taran- 
tino, there are 80,000 Viet- 
namese who managed to 
escape to Thailand a year ago 
but who have suffered many 
privations since, and for 
whom the United States 
government is seeking settle- 
ment here. 


Of these, 11,000 will be 
brought to this country and 
about 700 families would 
settle in the San Diego 
diocese ~ area, .according to 
Tarantino. 

‘WE NEED about 70 or 80 
sponsors for the small group 
allotted to our area,’’ he 
said. “‘They have-been living 
in Thailand for the past year 
under the most deplorable 
conditions. Now we are being 


_asked to help as ‘good 
samaritans’ with some of 
them.”’ 


Tarantino said that unlike 


the first sponsorship cam- 
paign a year ago, they are 
not seeking parish sponsor- 
ship but individuals who can 
offer a home and help for a 
short time. { 


‘‘We would like people to 
take them into their homes 
and feed them for about six 
to eight weeks, then we will 
take over the responsibility,’’ 
he said.

More than 100 divorced, separated 
Catholics meet in day-long seminar

Nearly 100 divorced and 
separated Catholics attended 
a day-long seminar designed 
especially for them May 22, 


and at day’s end ‘‘they 
enthusiastically requested 
more of the same,’’ said 


Father James Ferrigan, co- 
ordinator of the day. 


Father Ferrigan is director 
of the diocesan Cana and 
Pre-Cana programs, and is 
chaplain of the newly-formed 
Divorced and Separated 
Catholics who sponsored the 
seminar. 

FATHER Michael Hig- 
gins, who heads the diocesan 
tribunal, was ___ principal 
speaker discussing the status 
of divorced and single Catho- 
lics in the Church. 

“The important thing to 
remember,”’ he said, ‘‘is that 
divorced and separated Cath- 
olics are not separated from 
the Church or the sacraments 
unless they have remarried 
without having their first 


marriage ‘annulled by the 
Church.”’ 

He further pointed out that 
divorced Catholics who have 
remarried without a Church 
annulment are separated 
from the sacraments, but 
they are not cut off from the 
Church. 


IN THE past, Father 
Higgins said, many Catholics 
felt that having a marriage 
invalidated by the Church 
was a long, tedious and 
nearly impossible task. 


‘But with new procedures 
and changes in canon law, 
annulment procedures move 
much more quickly and are 
far from impossible.”’

AS HE DID AT the law school graduation eariler in the day, 
Dr. Hughes warned the graduates that ‘‘several forces are at 
work...which can result in the decline’ of private colleges and 
universities. 

Among those factors, he said, are the declining numbers of 
college age students, the rapidly increasing tuition rates at 
private schools, the decline of philanthropic giving to private 
schools and the interference of the federal government. 


His words about government interference were particularly 
strong. The U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, he said, ‘‘has been relentless in efforts to regulate 
both private and public colleges with unjust and 
discriminatory quota programs. 


“When the government indicates that academic compe- 


_tency is no longer the basis for selecting a faculty, it has all 


but destroyed the concept of academic freedom,”’ he charged. 


““WHEN GOVERNMENT interprets the law as providing 
the HEW secretary with the ‘authority to determine the 
sincerity of religious beliefs by which an institution is 
guided’, it is an outrageous violation of religious freedom,”’ 
Dr. Hughes said. : 


Speaking at the afternoon ceremony on the USD campus, 
Bishop Maher told the graduates: ‘‘Our university’s existence 
rests on the thesis that reason can be trusted. 

‘We believe that truth is everywhere; that wisdom cries in 
the streets; that truth is never feared,’’ the bishop said. ‘‘Our 
university has wedded syllogism and song, philosophy and 
poetry; knowledge and love.”’ 


IN THE*SCHEME of things at our university, he said, 
“learning is not a luxury, and ignorance is not a virtue. Not 
that naked’ knowledge-will ever save, but knowledge is a first 
step to love. And in God's plan your earth-bound discoveries 
are intimations of immortality, destined to end in that eternal, 
ecstatic discovery which is the knowledge of your God face to 
faced; 

To the law school graduates, Bishop Maher said ‘‘it is 
wosse to deny the law than to break it.’’ 


He cohtinued: For most of our history, the spinal column” *” 


of the western world’s culture has been the tradition of 
conduct ‘resting upon a fundamental recognition of a divine 
law of right and wrong, fixed for all men and all time. Today 
that law is openly challenged and denied. - 

“‘T urge.you as young lawyers to be aware of the need to 
insist on the eternal verities. May your words and deeds give 
new life to these principles and continue to sustain and bring 
liberty and justice for all,’’ the bishop concluded.

W orld Communications Day 


The media has the power and responsibility 
for educating and training people in_ their 
fundamental human rights and duties. Those 
rights include the rights to life, study and work; 
the rights to be born and to exercise 


responsible parenthood; the rights to peace, ; 


freedom and social justice; the rights to 
practice religion and share in decisions that 
affect the life of the individual or of the people 
as a whole. 


We proclaim with equal force and clarity the 
corresponding duties without which there 
would be an imbalance that would damage 
social life. People need the support of public 
opinion if they are to get their rights. But, some 
causes are championed by the media while 

| others, equally just and urgent, are ignored. 


Almost alone the media have the task of 
supplying people with correct and complete 
information, without which they will not be 
aware of their rights and duties. But, the media 
can be used to violate rights just as overt 
violence can, by manipulating people through a 
kind of cultural oppression. 


Man’s first need is to master himself, to 
conduct himself responsibly, and this should be 
assisted by the media. We urge governmental 
authorizies to promote culture through the 
media and we call for respect for facts and 
opinions, a search for truth and an enlightened 


deference toward the supreme value of the 


person. 


People should be watchfully critical of what 
they see and hear in the media. They should 
support what is good as well as oppose what is 
contrary to truth and human dignity. The 
Church does not claim any special privilege in 
the field of mass media, but it reaffirms its 
right and duty to be present in it. 


Workers in the media who share the faith of 
Christ have an added dimension to their vision, 
which contributes directly to their work. For 
them, Christ’s law of love makes every outrage 
against man’s rights and each failure in the 
corresponding duties a violation of this 
supreme law.—World Communications Day 
message, Sunday, May 30.

Practicing what we proclaim 


There has been quite a bit of comment recently 
on. whether our Governor ‘‘Jerry’’ Brown is a 
Catholic, a practicing Catholic or what. And a week 
before an election | hesitate to get involved in this 
issue, but it did start here when | criticized his 
choice of Playboy for his first major press interview. 


His office was vague when | tried to find out 
several weeks ago whether he regarded himself as 
a ‘‘practicing’’ Catholic. They gave the retort that 
his religion was his ‘‘private affair.’ A week or so 
later Gerard Sherry, the editor of the San Francisco 
archdiocesan newspaper The Monitor interviewed 
Gov. Brown and elicited the information that he 
teels it is unnecessary to ‘‘wear his religious beliefs 
on his sleeve’’, but when asked his religion he 
smiled and said: ‘’| went to Mass at St. Dominic’s 
last Sunday.’’ 


Subsequently NBC and New York Times reports 
said he was ‘‘not a practicing Catholic’’ when 
comparing his beliefs to those of Baptist Jimmy 
Carter. Then came Gov. Brown’s reply to that, a 
three sentence statement: ‘‘I was born a Catholic. |! 
was raised a Catholic. | am a Catholic.’’ 


The religious convictions of a man running for 
the presidency of the United States are in no way a 
private matter, and our Governor must obviously 
realize this. In a world crying out aloud for moral 
leadership it matters very much what the leader of 
this nation regards as his qualifications in this 
regard. However, we still have the problem of 
deciding whether a ‘’practicing’’ Catholic is 
different from* a plain Catholic. What’s a 
“practicing Baptist?”’ 


No tridentine allowed 

Our neighboring California diocese of Fresno has 
had a problem over the question of celebrating the 
Tridentine rite Latin Mass. Recently, Msgr. 
Raymond Ruscitto, the 48-year-old pastor of Holy 
Family parish in Kingsburg, Calif., announced his 
though not from 
the Church or the priesthood, because of the 
bishop’s letter forbidding the Mass. 


Bishop Hugh Donohoe wrote a letter to his 
priests in February forbidding the celebration of 
the Tridentine Mass, under pain of excommunica- 
tion. He was following the injunction from Rome 
that states that the celebration of Mass in English 
or Latin is lawful only if the new rite is followed. 
And the Tridentine rite, which goes back to the 
Council of Trent, certainly falls under this ban. 


The priest argued that ‘‘the Pope has never 
clearly and canonically revoked this former bull 
(decree) and until he does so no lesser authority can 
force any priest under any threat not to say the 
Tridentine Mass.’’ 


Because of the controversy, Bishop Donohoe has 
issued Vatican documentation supporting his 
position and has appealed for.prayers ‘‘for those for 
whom the acceptance of the New Order of the 
Mass...is proving burdensome.”’ 


Saint has ‘resigned’ 
You will remember a few weeks ago we carried 
the report that the blood of St. Januarius, Naples’ 


patron saint, kept in two vials, failed to liquefy 
during the usual period in May. The miracle, which 
the Church acknowledges as a ‘‘marvel’’, 
sometimes occurred late, but this month, for the 
first time in many years, it failed altogether. 


Many and varied were the reasons offered for the 
failure, but perhaps the most cutting was that 
offered by Neapolitan Salvatore Pistilli, one of the 
last of those who claim direct descent from the 


-saint. ‘“St. Januarius is no longer able to perform 


the miracle,’’ he said, ‘‘because he is no longer a 
saint. He has resigned... 

‘This situation is a direct result of the Vatican’s 
arbitrary decision to demote him ‘from the 
(universal) liturgical calendar. It was a »gross 
offense, which caused an acute nervous collapse of 
the saint. And now we’re surprised that his blood 
does not liquefy!’’ 


Propositions on ballot 


The multitude of propositions on. the ballot for 
next week almost defy complete understanding. In 
particular | feel we have.reached a dangerous form 
of democracy when a public vote can decide the 
enormously technical issue of Proposition 15 
regarding the future of nuclear use. With so much 
emotionalism and technological disputation, few of 
us can make a decision based on facts. Such a 
matter should surely be settled by an authority set 
up to investigate and arbitrate accordingly.

Worry is interest paid on trouble 


We were talking...about anxiety 
and worry about the future and the 
outcome of present problems, and 
how crippling this can be, emotional- 
ly, spiritually and physically. 

We would be inhuman if we did not 
feel concern over certain situations— 
the illness of one we love, a change in 
lifestyle, the impending death of 
someone close to us, financial 
difficulties and so on. But worry and 
anxiety are not the same as concern, 
they lack its control and reason. 


CONCERN IS a necessary element 
of our grasp of reality, it spurs us into 
action and activates our centers of 
awareness. Worry does nothing good 


-for us. It is a form of panic, an 


unreasoning fretting of the mind 
wherein it rushes about in circles like 


a rat in a cage. 


Yet worry or anxiety is probably the 
most prevalent affliction in the 
world—and probably the most des- 
tructive. It can distort our personal- 
ities, affect our reason, play havoc 
with our perception of reality, cause 
both physical and mental disease and 
generally make life miserable for us! 
And all to no purpose. 


It achieves nothing whatsoever, 


except to wear down our resistance, 
fatigue our minds, bodies and 
emotions, so that we are less able to 
deal with the problems or face the 
facts. 


THAT BEING SAID, what do we do 
to keep anxiety at bay in times of trial? 


Jesus spoke again and again in the 


gospels on the subject. Why do you 
concern yourselves with these things, 
he asked, pointing to the example of 
the birds of the air, the flowers of the 
field, the tender ever-present witness 
of his Father’s love and care. 


Over and over again he begged us 
to trust in God and in his great 
concern for each of us. Worry, he 
inferred, is the characteristic of the 
unbeliever—the one who does not 
know God. It is an activity that is 
essentially irreligious in character. 

For the follower of Christ, aware- 
ness of the dominating power of God, 
faith in his universal mercy and 


intimate care, must always defeat 
anxiety. It can never be easy, human 
nature being what it is, but God does 
not leave us alone, nor withhold his 
strength from us, although worry may 
make it seem so. 


IT MAY SO blind our vision and 


oppress our hearts that we lose sight 
of his reassuring presence. It is hard, 
particularly when we have to stand 
alone through trial and trouble, to 
check the useless wheel of worry once 
it starts to turn, and then we often 
need someone to turn to, someone 
who can help us carry our burden. 

But in the final analysis, we must 
always face the issues alone, face life 
alone, make our own decisions, plot 
our own course of action—and then it 
is that we learn to lift our problems to 
God in trust and faith that he will 
bring them to ultimate good, whatever 
the immediate outcome. - Z 

There are things in life we have no 
alternative but to accept, and if we are 
to live graciously, we must accept 
them graciously. We may rant and rail 
against God if we wish, and fret 
anxiously over our circumstances, but 
in the end there will still be those 
things we must accept. There will still 
be the realities to face. 

WE MAY MAKE it more difficult 
for ourselves or we may find serenity 
and peace of mind even in the most 
heartbreaking circumstances. Anxiety 
and peace of mind come from our 
hearts, they do not depend upon the 


conditions of our lives. 


When life looks very black and 
tragedy looms—or even when the 
daily pressures begin to fret at- 
us—and worry starts to gnaw at our 
nerve ends, we might remember how 
very insulting our anxiety is to God. 
How insulting it is to doubt his loving 
concern for us. How insulting to imply 
that his protection, his utter goodness 
might somehow be inadequate or 
ineffective! 


When we allow worry to pos- 
sess and overwhelm us, we are, 


_ in effect, denying God's love for us. 


When we know ourselves loved and 
have confidence that there is one 
person whom we may trust completely 
not to fail us in our need, anxiety 
makes little inroad. The Christian 
must know that God is the One whose 
guidance never falters, whose love 
never fails, whose ‘’problem-solving’’ 
qualities are supreme! ©

Not an easy choice | 
Jesus felt a deep, inner 
struggle at the beginning 


of his messianic mission

The desert played an important part in the 
life of Israel. It was in the desert that they 
met their God. Here they entered into a 
covenant with Him and became His people. 
Here they spent 40 years, not in aimless 
wandering, but in becoming a nation, 
developing. their law and their liturgy, 
preparing to enter the Promised Land. 


Here, too, they were often tempted and ~ 


often succumbed to temptation, in spite of 
“God’s providential care for them, guiding 
them, feeding them. These years were 
etched indelibly in the national conscious- 
ness,‘ and later prophets looked back 
‘nostalgically -to this relatively peaceful 
period when the people lived close to nature 
and close to God. 


THE GOSPELS ARE full of allusions to 
the Exodus, and Matthew especially 
portrays Jesus as the new and perfect Israel. 
In the opening verse Jesus is introduced as 
“son of DaVid, son of Abraham,’’ Abraham

.. Holy Family from Egypt, Matthew cites a 

verse from Hosea: ‘‘Out of Egypt I have 

called my son’’ (Hosea 11:1). The reference 

is to God’s having called Israel from 

bondage in Egypt, and thus the evangelist 
identifies Jesus as the new Israel. 


As the new Israel, Jesus is pictured as 
' reliving the history of His people. There is 
an interesting sequence of events at the 
beginning of His public ministry. His 
Baptism in the Jordan corresponds to 
Israel’s crossing the Red Sea. 


HE THEN GOES immediately into the 

- desert, just as the people had done. He stays 

there 40 days, corresponding to-the 40 years 

sojourn of historic Israel. Like them He gets 
hungry, and like them He is tempted. 


But unlike them He does not succumb to 
temptation; He is victorious, and this is a 
- forecast of His complete victory over the 
forces of evil. This comparison is heightened 
by the fact that every answer Jesus is 
_ reported to have given the tempter is a 
quotation from Deuteronomy’ s account of 
the desert days. 


There is a certain obvious artificiality 
about such a presentation: It is quite 
symbolic and primarily theological. Mark’s 
very brief account bears hardly any 
resemblance to those of Matthew and Mark, 
and these two, even though they drew on a 
common source, adapted it to their own 
purposes. 


JUST BY WAY of example: In Matthew 
the third and climactic temptation is the one 
in which Jesus is shown all the kingdoms of 
the earth. The kingdom theme is central to 
Matthew. In Luke the third and climactic 
temptation is the one involving the pinnacle 
of the temple: the theme of Jerusalem and 
the Temple is central in Luke’s theology. 


Beneath all this, however, is a mysterious 
reality, adeep inner struggle experienced by 
Jesus at the beginning of His messianic 
mission. Many are of the opinion that He 
became acutely conscious of this mission at 
His Baptism. But now He had to decide how 
He was to carry it out. 


_exactly like a Eucharistic formula: 


The terms in which the temptation is 
described suggest that He was faced with a 
choice between the gaudy, spectacular type 
of. Messiah that many people wanted and 
quite a different type. He chose the latter, 
the way of humble, suffering service, 
obedience unto death. Not an easy choice. 


THERE HAVE BEEN those who would 
like to explain away Jesus’ temptation as 
being somehow unreal. After all, He was the 
Son of God! Yes, but He was also the Son of 
man, and the Gospels ‘tell us quite bluntly 
that He was tempted. Then there are these 
beautiful passages in the Letter to the 
Hebrews: ‘‘Since he was himself tested 
through what he suffered, he is able to help 
those who are tempted’’ (2:18). 


‘‘For we do not have a high priest. who is 
unable to sympathize with our weakness, but 
one who was tempted in every way that we 
are, yet never sinned. So let us confidently 
approach the throne of grace to receive 
mercy and favor in time of need’’ (4:15-16). 


Later in His career Jesus is once again in 
the desert, and there is a suggestion of 
violence in the background. Matthew has 
just told of the beheading of John ‘the. 
Baptizer and goes on to Say: ‘“‘When Jesus 
heard-this, he withdrew by boat to a desert 


“place by himself’ (14:13). 


HOWEVER, HE DOES not remain alone 
for long. A great crowd comes out to meet 
Him. They get hungry and He feeds them by 
multiplying five loaves and two fish. Allfour - 


: Gospels record this incident and they all do 


so in a way to recall the Exodus experience 


_ again. 


Jesus now is the new Moses, feeding His 
people in the desert. There is explicit 
reference to this in John’s account when, on 
the day after the miracle, the crowds taunt 
Him: ‘‘What sign are you going to perform 
for us to see? What is the ‘work’ you do? Our 
ancestors had manna to eat in the desert; 
according to the Scripture, ‘He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat’ ”’ (John 6:30-31). 


Their complaint leads to a long discoursé 
of Jesus about the true bread from heaven, — 
the bread of life which He Himself is. All of 
the accounts describe the miracle in terms 
which see in it a forecast of the Eucharist. 

MARK’S WORDS, for instance, sound 
“Then, 
taking the five loaves and the two fish, Jesus’ 
raised his eyes to heaven, pronounced a 
blessing, broke the loaves, and gave them to 
the disciples to distribute’ (6:41). John’s 
version of the incident is also very 
suggestive of the Eucharist, and in the long 
discourse that follows, the Eucharist comes 
explicitly to the fore, especially in 6:51-58. 


A few sample verses: 
I myself am the living bread come 
down from heaven. 


_If anyone eats this bread he shall live 
forever: 


The bread I will give is my flesh, for 
the life of the world... . ; 


For my flesh is real food and my blood 
real drink... : 


This is the bread that came down _ 
from heaven. 


Unlike your ancestors who ate and 
died nonetheless, the man who feeds on 
this bread shall live forever.

We humans Have 0 an interesting reaction 
when we are unsure of ourselves, or a 
situation, or the way people are responding 
to a situation.

- comfortable or agree, we ridicule, laugh at

The more we do not feel a part of what is 
going on, the more we are threatened and 
the more we ridicule.

Many say that things are “‘silly”’ 
because they have never experienced them 
or never have been open to understanding 
why they have a value or meaning for others. 


We are more comfortable with people who 
agree with us and have the same approach to 
life as we do. This is only natural, but it can 
become a problem when we close our minds 
and get up-tight. Then we feel threatened. 
So we resort to ridiculing and making fun of 
others. i 
- CHRIST WARNED his followers that 
because of their beliefs, people would laugh 
at them, hate them , call them names, gossip 
about them, and say that they were ‘silly.”’ 
The important basis of how we should react 


- about our own approach and that of others is 


to honestly access our beliefs, pray over 
them, and by our actions try to find peace 
and fulfillment. What is meaningful and 
valuable for growth and development in life 
should-be our guide. 


As in Christ’s approach, and so in outs, 


_ we cannot be afraid to love for fear of being 


ridiculed, made fun of, laughed at, or called 
‘‘silly.’’ Nor should we put down others in

MAYBE YOU’VE read about Colson of 
Watergate ill-fame, or of Hughes of Iowa, of 
a prayer group among Washington officials. 
All manifest the action of the Spirit in their 
lives. Jimmy Carter talks about the action of 
the Spirit in his life. 

' Last. week I*-read two stories in 
manuscript—one of a priest alcoholic turned 
AA and the other a young prodigal become 
Protestant minister’ to those of his old 
hangouts. I marvelled at how the power and 
love of God (which is the Spirit) followed 
after these two and’ wouldn’t let them get 
- away. Or maybe you know of the action of 
the Spirit in thousands of charismatic groups 
, around the world... 


Has it ever occurred to you that we know 
hardly anything of Jesus’ life until the Spirit 
_ descended upon Him? The first 30 years of 
his life are called “‘the hidden life.’’ They 
are a big secret, an unknown quantity, a 
conjecture. Then at ‘‘about the age of 30”’ 
He was baptized by John, and the big thing 


is not the Baptism by John—many others’ 


had also been baptized by John. 


THE BIG THING was that. the Spirit 
descended upon Him. All four evangelists 
relate it (Matthew 3:13-17, Mark 1:9-11, 
John 1:29-34). It was after that—‘‘full of the 
Spirit,’’ Luke says, that Jesus was.led by the 
Spirit into the desert where He was tempted 

, by the devil. : 


There are all kinds of ways to look at this 
temptation of Jesus. Being human He was 
subject, like us, to temptation. When the 
devil Saw the presence of the Spirit in Jesus, 

..the devil recognized his challenger. He felt 
“threatened by~ one in whom the Spirit 
dwelt—more than by any number of ordinary 
human beings—and immediately confronted 
him with the non-spiritual ways of the world: 


easy solutions to life, material self-indulg- 
‘ence, wealth, power. . ° 

It all happened in ‘‘the desert’’—that dry 
and lonely place where men go to meditate 
without distraction and to be alone with God. 
‘A clearcut, one-on-one confrontation it was. 


The greatest desert-of all is the ‘‘desert of 
‘ the heart’’ into which men retire in order to _ 
speak to God and listen for His word. . 


Undoubtedly, it was also in that desert Jesus. 
was tempted—a deep-seated effort by the 
devil to supplant the Spirit in Jesus’ heart. 


WE KNOW HOW this temptation battle 
came out. Jesus won. He won with the power 
of the Spirit, a Spirit in which Luke later 
says, ‘‘Jesus rejoiced.’’ It was also im the 
power of the Spirit that He. returned to 
Galilee and began His mission of preaching, 
teaching and healing, and ‘‘His reputation 
spread throughout the region.”’ 


_ What does that mean for us? Are we to 
say, “‘Well, that was Jesus. Jesus is Jesus 
and I am Gene (or Jeanne) and never the two 
shall meet’’? As long as we are just ordinary 
human beings, we are no great prize for the 
devil. ee 


It. is especially when we identify with 
Jesus and become aware of the power of the 
Spirit in our lives that we are a challenge to 
the evil forces in the world and are worthy of 
great temptations like Jesus was. With Him 
we too shall win. On the other hand, if Jesus 
means nothing to us and we are not asking 
‘Him for His Spirit.in our lives, then we are 
not with Him, and he who is not with Hinris 
already on the other side... - ry 


ANOTHER- THING the story of the 
temptation means to us is that the Spirit of 
God in our lives can be astarting point of a 
new life, or a turning point, like it was for 


- Jesus, like it was for people down through 


the ages who turned to Him and asked Him 


-for His Spirit, who turned to God and asked 


for His help. 


The Spirit can even reveal our sins to us 
and then we can go into the battle with Him 
and conquer our temptations. If we don’t 
know our sins, we will not recognize the 
temptations. 


Without the Spirit of God, promised to us 
by Jesus, life can be pretty dull, drab, or at 
best vainglorious. On the other hand, we can 
enter even now into the desert of our heart, 


we can look around there, search in the dry - 


and lonely places, and introduce our own: 
spirit to the Spirit of God dwelling there in- 
the clefts and among the rocks.

Someone once said that a good leader 
should not be too smart, too well or too holy. 
_The wisdom of this statement means that an 
effective leader. must be able to sympathize 
with the shortcomings of his followers. He 
should be patient with the slow of wit, 
compassionate to the sick and forgiving of 
the sinner. d 

The beauty of Peter’s leadership is that he 
began -with a clearly visible list of 
shortcomings. In Matthew’s account (16) 


Peter is promised -leadership by Christ 


some time before the passion. The scene is 
at Caesarea Phillipi near the pilgrimage 
grotto of the god Pan. 


THERE IS A certain fittingness to this, for 
one.of the roles of a leader is to help his 
followers seek for normative stability. rather 
than a mood of panic. The pipes of Pan lead 
people to a captivating carousal that eventu- 


- ally results in panic and anarchy. Peter’s 


leadership should deter this. 


After this “‘leadership investiture’ story, 


Matthew relates Christ’s prediction of his 
coming fatal humiliation. Peter protests that 
such'a terrible thing should never happen. In 
sudden anger, Jesus thunders at Peter that 
he iS nothing less than a Satan, a prince of 
évil and darkness, to suggest that he not face 
his appointed destiny. Here we see’a leader 
who yet lacks the insight he shall one day 
need. 


Peter’s weaknesses abound in the Gospel 
narratives. Not just charming foibles of a 
loveable curmudgeon, but the full, disap- 
pointing and disastrous failures of a weak 
human being. At the agony in the garden, 
when it should have been more than clear 
that Jesus needed the support of a friend, of 
His’ top’ man, of His ‘‘administrative 
assistant,’’ Peter lets Him down with a yawn 
and a grumbling sleep. Peter had just 
attended the first Eucharist, yet that 
presence and power died within him so 
quickly, because he was too dense to see. 


AT THE SCENE of the arrest in the 
garden, Peter’s reaction is again that of a 
foolish man. Instead of reacting maturely as 
‘an adult believer in his captain’s destiny, he 
slops into the bravado of a youthful 
mercenary and lashes out with his little 
knife. He who would one day be a pillar of 
the Church begins on a shaky foundation. 


While Jesus stands on trial for His life, 
Peter comforts himself by a fire. Peter sits 
with the girls who begin to taunt him for 
being the follower of a ‘‘crazed messiah.”’ 
Their acid comments are meant to accuse 


him of stupidity for such devotion. This 
assault on his dignity provokes him so that 
his reply sounds like the ravings of a raging 
King Lear. He yells that he knows not the 
Man. 

He is no follower of Jesus. And lest they 
disbelieve him, he repeats this denial again 
and again, until ’the cock crows. At 3 a.m. 


Roman guards blow a “‘Gallicinium,” a 


trumpet to announce the early morning 
change of the guard. Whether it was this 
trumpet “‘cock crow”’ or that of a real cock, 
we will not-know. = 


THE MAIN THING is that he realized 
what he had done. He denied even knowing 


his best Friend. When Jesus was led from 


the trial chambers, He stopped a moment 
and looked at Peter, who thereupon went out 
and wept and wept and wept. 


~Peter meets Jesus again after Easter. 


‘Once again he is fishing as in days of old. 


Jesus appears on the beach and asks them to 
come ashore to have a meal of bread and 
fish. Three times, Jesus asks Peter if he 
loves Him now. e 


Each time Peter affirms his love as though 
to atone for and wipe out the triple denial on 
the night of the passion. Each time’ Jesus 
invests Peter with leadership to feed and 
tend the lambs and sheep. This Peter of so 


many weaknesses is the one Jesus chooses 


to assume leadership for the community of 
faith, love-and hope. 


Peter has discovered that his real strength 
is in the presence and power of the Risen 
Lord. So Jong as he relied on himself 
alone, he stumbled in rashness, indiffer- 
ence and repudiation of his truest friend. 
Christ’s love for Peter made this possible. 


DURING THE EARTHLY ministry Jesus 
had entrusted Himself to Peter, ~ had 


‘revealed his hopes and deepest wishes. He 


offered Peter love and lasting friendship and 
even the prestige of carrying on the cause 
after His death. In so doing He gave to Peter 
the chance to let Him down,:to hurt Him, 
And Peter did. 


But what is more important, Jesus’ also 
remained a forgiving friend. He believed in 
Peter and loved him and offered him the 
chance of return and renewal. 


Peter responded to that amazing forgive- 
ness of Christ and went on to be the 
inspiring chief of the Apostles and 
courageously died a martyr’s death for his 
belief in Christ. His fatherly epistles ring 
with his early trials and a faith insight borne 
of knowing first-hand Christ’s everlasting 
forgiveness.

Talking Point—Catholic presencein America 


Do we understand our moral leadership role? 


By Peter Berger 


The Catholic presence in the United States 
has been a consistent witness to man’s 
relationship to God. In an address to the 
National Catholic Educational Association 
convention in Chicago in April, Lutheran 
sociologist Peter Berger declared his belief in 
the necessity of the continuing moral 
leadership of Catholics. This Talking Point is ~ 
condensed from his remarks. 


The Roman Catholic Church constitutes the 
largest religious denomination in this country. This 
is not just-a statistical fact. It has vast sociological 
implications. It means, devastatingly simply, that 
the Roman Catholic Church is the largest community 
of moral. authority in the society. - 


Human life would be literally impossible without 
moral authority. Through much of history such 
authority was vested in the society as a whole, which 
was invariably understood in religious terms. « 


ONE OF THE sociological peculiarities of modern 
society is the pluralization of moral authorities. The 
society as .a whole continues to share common moral 
values, but the institutional means by which these 
values are maintained have become variegated. 
This, of course, is what is commonly meant by 
pluralism. 


It is, at least in its present dimensions, a new fact 
in history. It is very closely linked to another 
historical innovation—namely, to the idea of 
individual freedom. Only where there are alternative 
options for the individual does it make sense to say 
that he is free. It is possible to affirm freedom as one 
of the noblest achievements of Western civilization; 
1 would so affirm. It is all the more important to see 
that the achievement has had its costs (all 
achievements in history have costs). 


Among the costs is precisely the weakening of 
moral authority, sometimes reaching crisis propor- 
tions. If we are committed to the survival of 
freedom, then we must seek to reduce the costs. In 
practical political terms, this means the unending 
search for new institutional arrangements that will 
allow a democratic society to survive with a plurality 
of moral authorities. 


THE PROBLEM IS more urgent today than ever 
before. Most of the world outside North American 
and Western Europe is in a headlong rush toward 
various forms of totalitarianism. There are many 
reasons for this, but one of them is the promise of 
totalitarian movements and regimes to restore one 
common, comprehensive and coercive moral 
authority for society. 


The state new becomes the sole embodiment of 
moral authority, and individual freedom is an 
inevitable casualty in the process that brings this 
about. The totalitarian state is inimical to 
pluralism—it levels, integrates, homogenizes the 
populations that fall under its control. 


The totalitarian state, whatever its ideology, must 
also be inimical to the Christian church, inasmuch as 
the church represents a-moral authority—indeed, a 
sovereignty —distinct from that of the state. 


THE LESSON FOR America is clear and urgent: 
If we do not want to follow the rush toward 
totalitarianism, we must strengthen every institution 
and every. community that offers an alternative to 
the monopolization of moral authority by the state. 


_ Let me put this in somewhat different terms. The 


“free. exercise of religion 


is enshrined -in the 
Constitution of the United States, and hardly anyone 
in this country today would deny Catholics the right 
to operate such institutions (including educational 
ones) that they consider necessary for the exercise of 
their religion. 


Thus the strong presence of Catholicism on the 
American scene*is defended by nearly everyone 
(including militant secularists) on the grounds of 
religious liberty. 

BUT THAT IS NOT the whole story. Quite apart 
from the religious liberty of Catholics, a strong 
presence of Catholicism (and that means an 
institutional presence) is, | contend, in the public 
interest of the society as a whole. 

All of us—and that includes Protestants, Jews, 


agnostics, and recent denizens of Hindu communes 
—have an enormous stake in the vitality of American 


_ Catholicism and its institutions—because all of us 


live off the moral capital invested in institutions such 
as those of the Catholic Church—institutions, that 
is, that provide moral teaching and inspiration to an 
important segment of the American people— institu- 
tions, then, which ipso facto maintain the moral 
decency of our social life. . 


Short of totalitarianism, there is no alternative to 
these institutions. They constitute an invaluable and 
irreplaceable foundation for the moral order of a 
democratic society. ; 


IT IS ONLY IN recent years that the constitutional 
provision for the separation of church and state has 
come to be interpreted in what may be called a 
French manner—that is, in a manner that is 
secularist, bent on eradicating every religious 
influence and even every religious symbol from 
public life. 


I’m convinced (not as a Christian, but as a 
sociologist and as an American concerned with the 
survival of democracy) that this trend is one of 
profound folly and that it is profoundly inimical to 
the cause of freedom. A certain climax of this 
development thus far was the Supreme Court 
decision that banned prayer from the public schools, 
but there is no guarantee that further climaxes are 
not still ahead. 


Let me amplify the point by addressing two issues 
of great concern to American Catholics —the political 
expression of Catholic morality, and the future of 
specifically Catholic institutions in the area of 
education, health and social work. 


ONE OF THE distinctive convictions of the 
Western church, Catholic as well as Protestant, has 
been that there is a moral vocation of Christians in 
the political arena. Looking back on the last 
millenium of Western church history, it is hardly 
possible to say that this vocation was always 


professed in a satisfactory manner; Protestants as © 


well as Catholics have quite a number of horror 
stories to live down. 


Nevertheless, the obligation of Christians to speak 
with moral authority to the general society must 
continue-to be affirmed and any encroachments on 
the ability of Christians to do so must be resisted. 


It is also very important that such assaults against 
the freedom ‘of Christians and of Christian 
institutions to speak politically may come from any 
part of the ideological spectrum. Yesterday there 
were those who would deny the church to speak out 
on the rights of labor, on racial justice, or on the 
morality of the war in Indochina. Today there are 
those who resent the church speaking out on 


abortion or on religious persecution in communist 
countries—and, paradoxically, they are often the 
same people who urged the church to speak when 


. issues on their agenda were involved. 


LET US SAY A few words about the abortion issue 
in particular. At the risk of offending you, let me 
state frankly that my own view of this matter is not 
identical with the Roman Catholic position, though it 
is much closer to that position than to the ideas 
being propagated by the pro-abortion forces today. 


The point is that not only should all Americans 
recognize the right of Catholics to state their moral 
convictions and to organize politically on the basis of 
these convictions—but, beyond that, the point is 


_ that the Catholic witness to the fundamental 
philosophical questions involved in this issue is an 


immensely valuable contribution to the public 
debate. 


It is for this reason that | warmly welcome the 
recent statement on abortion by the Catholic 
bishops, even if | cannot subscribe to it completely. 
Down the road from the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision on abortion is the nightmare of the eugenic 
state. If America is going to be preserved from this 
fate, I’m sure that the Catholic witness will have 
been one of the crucial political factors. It is in this 
sense, whatever my personal reservations, that | see 
the bishops as acting in the public interest. 


ONCE ONE UNDERSTANDS that the vitality of 
the Catholic community is in the public interest, this 
has obvious implications for the public role of 
Catholic institutions. In the endless litigations over 
the use of tax funds for the support of Catholic 
institutions in the areas of health, education and 
welfare, I’m firmly convinced, the right is on the 
side of those who would liberalize such use of tax 
funds. 


It is in the public interest that there be a strong, 
vital, and vitally Catholic system of parochial 
education in this country. Therefore, I’m emphatic- 
ally in favor uf using tax funds for this purpose 
wherever it is legally possible—and if a 
constitutional amendment is necessary to do this, 
then let us work toward such a constitutional 
améndment. 


There is a thoroughly totalitarian notion that, 
without being much noticed, has crept into the 
language of taxation. This is the notion that, in 
principle, all the wealth of the society belongs to the 
state— which then decides, sovereignly, who gets 
what under which circumstances. | believe that this 
notion is intrinsically anti-democratic, but it is 
particularly vicious when applied to the institutions 
of religion. 


THE CHURCH DOES not exist by the grace of the 
state. The work of the church is not performed by the 
gracious permission of the state. The, as it were, 
distinct sovereignty of the church flows from its 
fundamental selfunderstanding as being in obedi- 
ence to God alone, and Christians must not give an 
inch on this self-understanding. 


But there is an especially important idea involved 
in all this, not only for Christians, but for all who 
believe in the democratic polity: The idea that the 
state has limits, that there are human rights existing 
over and beyond those that may be granted by the 
state from time to time, finally that human life may 
not be totally contained within the political order. 
Once again, if this idea is to remain alive in the 
world, the Catholic witness to the sovereignty of God 
is indispensable for all of us.

The first Catholic presidential candidate 
was Charles O’Conor of New York City in 
1872. He was an outstanding legal expert 
whose juridical record marked him* as one 
unrivalled in our annals for length of service 
and professional achievement. 


Midway in the period of reconstruction 
came the presidential elections of 1872. The 
widespread dissatisfaction among Republi- 
cans over the political cofruption in the 
administration. of Ulysses S. Grant, led to a 
split in their ranks. The Liberal Republicans 
nominated Horace Greeley as their candi- 
date and, later that year, the Democratic 
party-also gave their nod to Greeley. 


IT WAS A SHAKY alliance, especially 
among the Democrats. A number of 
dissenters decided to withdraw from the 
party, and in September they met at 
Louisville, Ky., to form the <‘Straight-Out’’ 
Democrats, and nominate O’Conor, then 68 
years old. 5 


O’Conor grew“up in a family dedicated to 


public service. At the tender age of 11, he’ 


began. ‘‘reading’’ law and, was admitted to 
the New York Bar a few months after his 
20th birthday. 

He took part in the New York State 
Constitutional Convention in 1846, and two 
years later, was the unsuccessful Democratic 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor. Four 


~ years later, he was one of the electors in the-’ 


nationwide campaign which gave the 


presidency to Franklin Pierce. 
PRESIDENT PIERCE NAMED O’Conor 
U.S. district attorney for the southern region 


-of New York, a position which the Catholic 


jurist filled well, but reluctantly. In 1868, 
O’Conor was hailed in the newspapers as a 
logical candidate for the presidency, but he 
made it quite clear that, even if nominated 
unanimously, he would not accept. 


The reputation of O’Conor grew im- 
mensely, especially after he had successfully 
defended Jefferson Davis against the charge 
of treason. O’Conor shares with Horace 
Greeley the honor of signing the bail bond 
for the Confederate President. 

In the autumn of 1871, O’Conor joined 
Samuel Tilden as state counsel for the 
prosecution of the ‘notorious Tweed Ring. 
There is little doubt that the destruction of 
the Ring was mainly due to O’Conor’s legal 
ability. 

_O’Conor’s nomination for the presidency 
in September, 1872, was a recognition of his 
great prominence in the legal and political 
affairs of the nation. Though-he declined the 
honor, the “‘Straight-Out’’ Democrats ‘re- 
fused to accept. his resignation as a 
candidate. 


GRANT EASILY won the election, mostly 
because of the split within the Democratic 
forces. Greeley carried seven states and 
O’Conor, the unwilling-candidate, received 


--29,408 votes from 23 states. 
O’Conor lived on until May 12, 1884, when - 


he died at Nantucket, Mass. Perhaps Samuel

J. Tilden paid the nation’s proto-Catholic 
presidential -candidate the highest compli- 
ment when he referred to him as “‘the 
greatest jurist among all the English-speak- 
ing race.” 


Buffalo. Bill’s Baptism 


' The initial meeting between Father 
Christopher V. Walsh and William Frederick 
Cody took place in Ireland during one of 
Buffalo Bill’s tours with his Wild West 
Show. Walsh subsequently emigrated to 
Canada, where he entered Montreal’s Grand 
Seminaire as a clerical candidate for the 


Diocese of Denver. * 


IT WAS ON a hunting trip that Father 
Walsh again encountered Buffalo Bill. The 
two became close friends and spent many 
hours discussing religious views. On Jan. 7, 
1917, Father Walsh was summoned to a 
small bedroom at 2832 Lafayette St., in 
Colorado’s. capital. , 


There he found the famous Indian scone 


hovering hear death. Buffalo Bill requested 
and received the Sacrament of Baptism from 
the Irish-born priest and died three days 
later, a convert to. Catholicism.
